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SMOKE GOSTS MONEY. 


The recent dark days in London caused by fog and smoke has 
aroused the Coal Smoke Abatement Society of that city to fresh 
activity. There is a law against.smoke in London, but it is not 
enforced. 

Sir William Richmend estimates that at least 60600 tons of coal 
go up in smoke daily which might be converted into heat and 
power. The enormous economic loss in such waste ought to be 
obvious to all coal users. 

Another member of the society, Sir William H. Broadbent, de- 
clared health suffers incalculably from the foul smoke which filled 
the atmosphere. Prof. Church, chemist to the Royal Academy, 
testified to the damage to works of art and Sir William Thistle- 
ton-Dyer showed that vegetable life was ruined. 

Economically ali authorities agree that smoke is a most ex- 
pensive nuisance. All industries suffer and health suffers. 

Bt the most important single item is the loss to coal users 
themselves. If the loss in London is equal to 6000 tons daily, 
manufacturers eepecially have the best of reasons from their own 
point of view to adopt suitable appliances to prevent the waste. 

The London experience should suggest to St. Louls manufac- 

_furers and other coal burners to look into the question from the 
PY economic side, It is folly to let the drain go on unchecked.

Mayor Propounds

Dr. Amand Ravold, city bacteriologist,

Ravold finally declared. 

In the inquiry relating to the office rec- 
ords and the number ef bottles distributed, 
Mayor Wells informed the city bacteriol- 
ogist that he had discovered ten errors 
in a single list of receipts. 

“The errors were made 
then,’ Dr. Ravold replied. 

“As a business man, do you think this 
@ proper way to keep records?’’ the mayor 
asked. 

“No,’’ replied Dr. Ravold, “but you must 
remember that we are dealing with physi- 
cians, not with business men.” 


Fiasks Came While 
He Was Away. 

Dr. Ravold said that the flasks con- 
taining the tetanus serum came to his of- 
fice during his absence. It was at this 
time, if at all, he said, that the infected 
serum had beer mixed with the serum of 
the August 24 drawing. 

An effort was made tu secure an explana- 
tion of an apparent discrepancy in the rec- 
ords, which seem to show that more serum 
was distributed in October than is recorded 
as having been prepared. The apparent ex- 
cess of the serum distributed over that 
recorded as having been made from the 
Aug. 2% drawing is 15 bottles. 

Kratz seemed to be a willing witness. 
He told of a visit made by Dr. Ravold to 
the stable on Oct. 6, and said that he then 

~ received instructions to send the serum to 
the office. Dr. Ravold did not remain in 
his buggy on this occasion, the witness 
said, but entered the stable.

Various Scenes 
in the Drama. 

Cardwell sued the St, Louig Republic for 
$50,000 damages because it printed a letter 
from Sam B. Cook, secretary of state and 
former chairman of the Democratic state 
committee, saying Cardwell was a disgrace 
to the Democratic party, that he lied when 
he said the party vote in the Legislature 
was sold out to corporations before elec- 
tion. Cardwell tried to prove what he said 
and the disclosures in the testimony of 
Sam V. Cook. [.on V. Stevhens. ex-Chap- 
lain James Bradley and ex-Representative 
Frank E. Ransdell shocked the moral sen- 
timent of the state as nothing else has in 
years.

THE SAFETY FUSE IDEA. 


Man Who Paid Cardwell May Have 
Been Mere Messenger. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 13.—Judge E. 
O. Brown's statement in the marning pa- 
pers that he does not know W. O. Cardwell 
and that he is not the ‘‘Mr. Brown"’ who 
handed $7500, more or less, to Mr. Cardwell, 
is what a prominent Kansas City polilician 

calls a ‘“‘technical denial.’’ 

‘Tt strikes me,”’ he continued, “‘that what 
electricians call a safety fuse has been iIn- 
serted carefully and. skillfully into this 
hush money electrical system. The wires 
led from contributors to Cardwell and 
worked all right for the purposes for which 
they were strung, but when too strong a 
current is turned on it is expected that the 
fuse will blow out, leaving the situation in 
darkness and saving the operators at both 
ends of the line. 

‘"The man who actually handed this 
money to Cardwell is the fuse. 

“Mr. Cardwell stated that the man who 

aid him visited him first about 9 a, m. 
Vhen he had induced Cardwell to dismiss 
the suit did he pull out the bills and 
clinch the matter? No; he went away and 
returned between 11 and 12 with the money. 
Why? Becatise he was only a messenger; 
because he was not authorized to act with- 
out reporting to some one. To whom? Ah! 
There is where the fuse ends and the real 
wire begins. 

“And believe that if a current heavy 
enough to test this wire is turned on from 
this end the fuse will blow out and the 
connection will be lost. 

“The man who represents the end of 
the wire nearest Cardwell need not neces- 
sarily have been in Kansas City.”’

Earth Penetrated 800 Feet 
for the Purpose. 


FIRST TWO TRIALS FAILURES 


GREAT DEPTH OF WATER INTER- 
FERED WITH OPERATIONS. 


St. Louis Portland Cement Co.’s Well 
at Prospect Hill Scene for Get- 
Getting at Beds by Ex- 
plosion. 


Well diggers on the property of the St. 
Louis Portland Cement Co. at Prospect 
Hill are attempting to open a crevice 800 
feet below the surface of the earth with 
dynamite, through a hole 12 inches in di- 
ameter. 

They began their task Thursday after- 
noon, but encountered a serious obstacle 
in the accumulated water, which is 7530 
feet deep in the well. 

The first two trials, which were all they 
were able to make before dark, failed be- 
cause the great depth of the water inter- 
fered with the operation of the firing ap- 


paratus. 
The descent of the shell was so slow that 
the concussion was not sufficient to dis- 


charge the percussion cap. 

Charles S. Wise, of Anshutz & Wise, the 
firm which is digging the well, said after 
the unsuccessful! trials that he would con- 
tinue the attempts until success should 
be attained. 

“IT have shot some wells under as great 
difficulties as we are working against now 
and we will blow this one out when we 
adjust our firing head to the rate of de- 
scent,’’ he said 

The diggers have bored the well to its 
present depth. They have a flow of seven 
gallons a minute. The cement company 
demands 100 

Experience has taught the diggers that 
small flow of water indicates that a great 
supply may be had from the same source 
if the small crevice through which it creeps 
can be enlarged. 

It is to widen the crevice supplying the 
flow of seven gallons of water a minute 
that the dynamite is to be exploded in 
the cement company’s well. 


EIGHT-INCH SHELLS USED. 
Three galvanized shelis, representing as 
many charges, have been prepared for the 
purpose. They are cylindrical and are 


eight inches in diameter. Two of them are 
10 feet long and the other about six feet. 
They have abrupt points at their bottoms 
and their oe are open 

These shells are stuffed with dynamite 
sticks about eight inches lo and an inch 
in diameter, the long ones holding a lit- 
tle over one hundred pounds of the ex- 
plosive and the short about seventy-five 
pounds. 

The greatest care must be exercised in 
loading them, for the slightest a 
will discharge the dynamite. Mr. ise ex- 
ercises personal supervision of this work. 
He puts the shell horizontally on the 
ground and places the sticks in it one by 
one. The dynamite is forced to all parts 
of the tube in this way without any dan- 


ger. 

The loading. co magpenes the firing ap- 
paratus is adjuste 45-calibre cart- 
ridge is inserted in the head so that when 
the proper concussion is supplied it wiil 
be discharged. The bullet, passing into 
the loaded shell, affords the concussion that 
explodes the dynamite. 

After the shell is prepared it is raised 
over the well by a rope with man power ex- 
clusively. Machine which sometimes 
works erratically an might hurl the cart- 
ridge against. a wall and explode it, can- 
not be entrusted for such perilous work. 
The tube is lowered slowly in the well un- 
til it strikes the water. Then it may .be 
lowered faster, for the water prevents vio- 
lent jerks. 

When it reaches the depth at which the 
explosion is desired the rope is tied securely 
to a stake and the shell exhatsts the 
remaining portion of the coil as fast as it 
can descend, while the diggers run to a 
safe distance from the well. When the full 
length is ended the tube is stopped with 
a jerk which forces the plunger in the firing 
head against the cartridge, discharging 
it and causing the explosion of the shell. 


INDICATIONS OF EXPLOSION. 
A slight trembling of the earth is the 
first indication of the explosion. It is fol- 
lowed instantly by a rumbling noise and a 


spout of water and mud that ascends 
sometimes 200 feet into the air. 

Three shells are to be used in this work 
because the diggers wish to apply the force 
to all parts of the hole. e first is to 
be dropped to the bottom. It is a long 
one. The second, also long, is designed for 
the midway portion. The third and short 
a will be exploded within 200 feet of the
